Subject, —Small value imports from U.S.A. under the reimbursement procedure 
under the U.S. AID commodity Programme Assistance, 1970 (AID Loan- 
No. 386-H-297). 

No. 13-ITC(PN)/71.—This Public Notice sets out the terms and conditions 
Kovernlng Import licences granted under the reimbursement procedure for small 
valued Imports under the United States Agency tor International Development 
Commodity Programme Assistance, 1970 (AID Loan No. 386-H-207). A separate 
Public Notice has been issued which will govern licences tor Rs. 82,500 or more 
issued under the Letter of Commitment Procedure subject to the minimum value 
limit of Rs. 41,260 ($5500) (CIF) for each shipment and leitei of credit, 

2. Attention of the Importers is specially drawn to the following:— 

(a) The requirement ot inviting bids from U.S, Suppliers by submission of 
Notice to U.S. Business to the Department of Industrial Development 
(AID Section), Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi and placing orders after 
complying with this procedure will not apply to the imports ma(^e 
under these licences for small-value. 
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(b) There will no minimum value limit for issue of licences or for plac¬ 

ing of orders, or for opening of letter of credit or for an indivi<iii(il 
shipment. 

(c) The value for which an order can be placed or a letter of credit, where 

required by the suppner, can be opened in favour of any single Xlfc. 
simplier against any of these licences .shall not exceed R». 37,8*0 
($6000) (GIF). 

(dl Imports under these licences will be restricted to the items listed in 
Annexure I to this Public Notice. 

(e) Except in regard to freight payable to Indian steamship companies fpr 

shipments in Indian Hag commercial vessels, and Insurance pramtinn 
payable to Indian Marine Insurance companies for goods Insured with 
them, and commission payable to the supplier's agent in India, (or 
all other payments, which will be in foreign exchange, remittance 
will be allowed. 

(f) Credit facilities in respect of payments to tJ.S. suppliers will also be 

permitted subject to the restrictions explained In the Appendix to 
this Public Notice. 

(g) Payments to U.S. suppliers must be made upon receipt of prescribed 

shipping documents, except where credit facilities a^^e Involved. In 
any event they must be completed within thirty days of the expiry 
of the import licence or 30th April, 1072, whichever is earlier. 


Appinmx 

Terms and conditions governing Import Licences granted for small value imports 
under the reimbursement procedure under U.S.AID commodity Programme 
Assistance 1970 (AID Loan No. 386-H-207) 


I. SUgile Items: 

(1) A list of ellgile items Is given in Annexure I. This list consists of car- 
tain selected categories of items for which AID financing under the aove loan 
is available, the selection being based on the criterion that the import requirement 
in these categories are generally and genuinely small valued. The inclusion of an 
Item in the Ust does not however imply that licences for the item will necessarily 
be Issued. 

(2) The licence will be vedld for the Import of goods of U.S. source and crlgln 
only. The definition of the word “United State.” and ''U.S. Source” will be as 
given in Ministry of Foreign Trade Public Notice No. 17dTC(PN)/71, dated t^ 
8th February, 1971. The relaxation of the ten per cent compenentary limitation 
stipulated in the definition of “U.S. Source” known as Source Rulings, as explain^ 
in the said Public Notice, will also be applicable to the Imports under this Public 
Notice. 

(3) Payment to the supplier will be subject to the goods supplied meeting the 
U.S, source and origin requirement as relaxed by the Source Rulings referred to 
sibov?. It will be also subject to the supplier presenting AID’S approval for cem- 
modlty eligibility in Form 11 [reproduced in Annexure lEB to the said Ministry 
of Foreign Trade Public Notice No- 17-JTC(PN)/71 dated the 8th February, 1971.1 
Importers are advised to bring this requirement specifically to the notice of the 
supplier at the time of placement of orders and advise him to obtain the approTal 
fur commMlty eligibility prior to making shipment. 

II. Restrictions on order placement price of commodities and their use. 

fl) Restrictions on order placenrent.—While there will be no minimum Urait 
for issue of a licence or for placing of an order or for opening of a letter of credit 
hr for an individual shipment, no order can be placed or letter of credit opened 
in favour of any single U.S. Supplier for Rs. 37,500 (S 5000) (CIF) or move 
Keeping In view this stipulation, order should be placed and lettera of credit, 
where required by the supplier opened In favour of the U.S. supplier within four 
mcttiths from the date of Issue of the licence. The value of the licence will he 
worked out at |100=Rs. 750. While placing orders the U.S- supplier must Invarl.- 
ably be Instructed to show the cost, insurance and freight separately in the invoice. 
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This is particularly necessary in the case ot ocean Irelfiht, because AID, Washing¬ 
ton do not finance under their loans 10 per cent ol the freight chargea (represent¬ 
ing port charges at Indian ports) In the case of shipments made on U.S, flag liner 
vessels (i.e., non-free out shipments). 

(2) No orders should bo placed on any ot the Ineligible suppliers listed In the 
erstwhile Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 235-ITC(PN)/(J8 dated 25th 
October, 1968, as amended from time to time. Further, while placing oiders and 
while opening letters of credit, it should be made clear to the U.S. supplier that 
payment shall be made to him only if he has not been debarred or suspended or 
declared ineligible by the United States Government upto the time cf payment 
for participating In AID financed transactions. No orders should be placed on 
suppliers located outside the U.S.A, Also, no orders .should be placed if the Im¬ 
ports cannot reasonably materialise within the validity period of the licence 
Any orders placed in violation of the above conditions will render the licence 
liable to cancellation. 


(3) Price of commodities .—The goods should be procured at reasonable prices 
Vhich should normally approximate the lowest competitive export market price 
having regard to quality, time and cost of delivery and other factors (The supplier 
certifies to this price requirement in the suppliers certificates in forms AID 282 
«nd AID 283 shown in Annexure II and IIA respectively of Ministry of Foreign 
Trade Pulibc Notice No, n-ITC(PN)/71 dated the 8th FeWuary, 1971. The prices 
■^t which contracts are concluded by the importer will be subject to check by 
the Government. The contract price,? should he shown in U.S. Dollars only. 

(4) Use oj’ goods. —Good,? imported under the import licence shall be used only 
for the purposes for which the import licence is Issued and/or in accordance with 
such condition.? as may hereafter be pre.scribed by Government. Further, as all 
Items imported under U.S. Aid Loan are intended to meet the Immediate needs of 
the economy, the items Imported under this licence should be put Into use promptly. 
In the event of time being required for utilisation, the importers should report the 
matter immediately to the Department of Industrial Development (AID Section), 
Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi and seek their guidance. Further the goods imported 
under the licence cannot be warehoused in the customs warehouses in terms of 
the facility afforded in .Section 61 of the Sea Customs Act for a period of more 
than three months. 


Ill, Payments against Import Licences by remittance through Banks — Reimburse¬ 
ment procedure. 

(J) The llcencee should, before finalising comracta or placing orders with the 
foreign suppliers, ensure that the conditions laid down in clauses I and II above 
are duly taken note of. The llcencec should also ascertain from the U.S. supplier 
prior to placing orders whether he has an agent in India and whether any commis¬ 
sion, to the agent will be involved. Where the prices Includo any commission 
for the agent in India, the importer shall provide In the contract with the U.S, 
supplier that the Commission to the agent will be payable in rupees through the 
Importers bankers in Indie. This commission, although payable in rupees in 
India, will be duly taken into account against the value of the Imports authorised 
under the licence and equivalent amount will not therefore be available for addi¬ 
tional imports under the licence. If payment of commission to the agent in India 
Is involved, it should he clearly stipulated In the contract with the U.S. .supplier 
and the commercial letter of credit opened subsequently in his favour that two 
sets of detailed commercial invoices he submitted by the supplier to the U.S. Bank 
when seeking payment under the letter of credit, the first set Of invoices showing 
only the gross sales amount and placed in a sealed cover addressed to the importer, 
and the second set showing the net price plus agent’s commission, the gross sales 
amount, the name and address of the agent In India to whom pa,yment is to be 
made, accompanied by the original suppliers certificate (AID from 282), and placed 
In a sealed cover marked "for AID and the Government of India”. In cases where 
no agent’s commission is involved, the contract with the U.S, supplier as well as 
the letter of credit to be opened subsequently in his favour shall stipulate that the 
favoice must be accompanied by a certificate from the supplier in the form AID- 
283 prescribed by AID Washington to the effect that no Agent’s commission is in¬ 
cluded the invoice. 
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(2) Payments to the supplier.-? may be made by the normal banking channels 
by remittance against the exchange control copy of the import licence which would 
be valid for purpose of remittances except for amounts payable In Indian currency 
1 he letters of credit where required by the supplier should be opened within four 
months from the date of issue of the licence. It should cite the revised Schedule 
B Nos, applicable to the items to be Imported under the letter of credit, detail the 
conditions to which the licence is subject and call for the submission of ah the 
document.s detailed in Annexure II to thl.s Public Notice. It should stipulate ins 
tructions on the submission of two sets of invoices as explained above where pay¬ 
ments of commission to an agent in India Is involved, stating clearly that only the 
net amount shown in the second set of Invoices will be paid to the supplier. The 
letter of credit should also stipulate that the amount on account of ocean freight 
paid or to be paid for shipping the cargo should be clearly and separately shown 
in both the Invoices whether shipment.s are made by U.S. vessels or other flag 
vessels (Including Indian flag vessels). While there is no minimum limit for 
opening of a letter of credit or for an individual shipment, no letter of credit caw 
be opened in favour of any mngle supplier for a value of Rs. 37,500 ($5000) (CIF) 
or more. 

(3) In cases where bills are received by the authorised dealers in foreign ex¬ 
change on collection basis, the proceeds of the bills will not he remitted unless 
the drawees (importers) furnish to the authorised dealers in foreign exchange affl 
requisite documents from Suppliers (complete in all respects) (including ADD 
Form 89) for forwarding to the Ministry of Finance. The total amount of such 
remittance to a single supplier agaimst a licence must not exceed Rs. 37.500/- 
(9.5 000). 

(4) Unless the supplier is willing to extend credit facilities [see sub-clause 
below], the Indian Bank of the importer shall upon receipt of the shipping docu¬ 
ments from the U-S. Bank of the supplier collect in rupiees from the importer the 
entire cost of imports, inclusive of commission payable to the agents in India, If 
any, on the basis of the gros.s invoice, and remit the cost of Imports minus the 
agents commission (to be ascertained from the invoice shov/ing the net prices 
agents commission and gross amount marked “for AID and the Government of 
India”) to the U.S, supplier. The remittance will be made only after verifying 
whether all the documents, indicated in Annexure II, have been dul.\ Euhmltted 
by the supplier and are in order. Where Indian flag vessels are used for ship¬ 
ments and/or where marine insurance has liern arranged with an Indian Insurance 
company, the documents will show ireight and insurance premium respectively 
as “to pay”. These charges will be paid dir'-ctly by the importer to the Indian 
steamship company and/or the Indian Insurance company respectively, and the 
collection of the cost of imports from the importer by the Indian Bank will be 
confined to the invoiced gross F.O.B./FA,S. cost, inclusive of the commi'sion to 
the agent in India of the supplier. The collection of the rupee amount will be on 
Ihe basis of the dollar-rupee raie of exchange p-evalling on the date of remittance. 
The commission to the agent of the supplier in I’-dla will be paid by the Indian 
bank of the importer to the .agent promptly after remittance, after obtaining 
n rertifleate from the agent in India to the effect that-— 


(i) he has performed services In India corustituting a direct and substantial 
contribution towards securing the sale of the coniinodUy and commo¬ 
dity related service financed by AID hereunder, 


(ii) he has performed such .serijce.s m Indl.a; and 

(lil) he maintains a regular place of business in India 

If no payment of agent’s coinmi.-'sion is involved, the collection by the Indian? 
Bank will be on the basis of the single invoice. 

5 Within seven days of remittance of foreign exchange, the Indian Ba^ of 
thn'imoorter shall submit (by registered post, acknowledgement due) to the Senior 
?ccZ^ Officer, Finance (Deptt. of Economic Affairs) (Econo^^^^^^ 

Aid Accounts Section) Jeevan Deep Building, 10, Parliament Stieet, New Oell^ 
a stater^ent showing the details of the remittances made as in the 
a .statemem p,,bMe Notice together with one set of documents (S6e 

Ano^xurru) complete in ‘he latter to claim reimbursement

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(6) Where agents’ commission, other than commission to jgeut in India, i- in¬ 
volved, the letters ol credit shall clearly indicate that such commission paid by 
suppliers should conform to the provisions of the Loan Agreement and the AID 
Regulations. 

(7) There is no objection to supplier., fxtending credit tacilitie.s fur a period 
not exceeding 90 days fiom the date of shipment and to importers availing of 
these facilities, 

The supplier, in such cu.ses, may either ship the good, \vilhout im.istuig un the 
dpehlng of a letter of credit or accept a letter of credit uith the stipulation that 
remittance will be made within 90 days of the date of shipment. The extension 
of the credit facility should not he at the cost of any interest to the importeir, 
either directly or Indirectly. In all cases involvine credit facilities, the invoice 
figuring in the shipping documents shall show in dollars the gross sales amount, 
net pi ice, commission payable to the supplier's agent in India, ii any, and the 
name and address of the agent. The agents’ commission, if any, shall be directly 
paid by the Importer to the agent, after obtaining a cerllflcate from the agent on 
4he basis of sub-clause (4) above. Similarly, freight charges for shipment Jn 
Indian vessels and insurance premium when insurance cover is arranged with an 
Indian Insurance Company will be paid directly to the parties concerned by the 
importer. Remittance will then take place for the balance amount due to the 
supplier through the Importer’s Bank. The credit facilily of 90 days from the 
^nte of shipment shall however be subject to the limitation that no remittance to 
the supplier shall take place after .30th April, 1972. After remittance of foreign 
exchange to the U.S. supplier for the amount due to him, the statement showing 
the details of payments together with the requisite documents should be submitted 
to the Senior Accounts Officer Ministry of Finance (Deptt. of Economic Affalr.s) 
(Economic Aid Accounts Section) Jeevan Deep Building. 10, ParJiament Street. 
New Delhi, within seven days of remittance as prescribed in sub-clause (4') .above. 

Note.— (1) Purchase commission payable to an agent ot the importer in the USA 
in connection with AID financed imports, if any,' will be debitable to the llcenoci 
though It will not be flnanceable from out of the loan funds. Remittance Of 
foreign exchange for purchase commission will be governed by the Reserve Bank 
of India Exchange (Control Regulations. 

(2) Pajments to inspection agencies in U.S.A. for service.s rendered in inspect¬ 
ing commodities shall also be debitable to the licence and such payments are 
flnanceable from out of the loan funds. 

IV. Documentation 

The importer is responsible to sec that the supplier complete.^ and submits the 
documents listed In Annexure II to the U.S. Bank at the time of claiming payment 
for the goods supplied. Each document mu.st show the loan nuinbar, No. and 
date of the Ministry of Finance Letter of credit AuthorLsatina and the details of 
the Import licence. 

V. Report Regarding Orders Placed 

(1) Within a fortnight of the opening of the letters ol mcdit, n report should 
be sent by importers to the Ministry of Finance (Department di Economic Affairs) 
(Economic Aid Accounis Section) consisting of the following information .md docu¬ 
ments; 

A. Number, date and nature of the import licence and relative AID Loan 

No. 

B. Value and quantity of orders pl.aced and accepte<! I-t llm Mjppller, 

C. Name and addres.s of the supplier. 

D Genc'-al description of the item.s to be imported -md anpHeable revised 
.schedule B numbers. 

E A copy of the order placed on the supplier and of his acceptance. 

F. Number, dated and value of the letter of credit opened, the Indian Barb 

concerned and the U.S. Bank involved. 

G, Whether credit facilities arc involved or not. 
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(2) Any change in the above information should be intimated promptly to the 
Senior Accounts Officer, Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs) 
(Economic Aid Accounts SJection), Jeevan Deep Building, 10, Parliament Street, 
New Delhi. 

VI. Shipment of Goods 

The goods covered by the licence may be shipped entirely on U.S. or Indian 
flag vessels according to the availabllty of vessel. Third country flag vessels can 
however be used only If both U.S. and Indian flag vessels are not available and 
certificates to that effect are taken prior to shipment, respectively from the Re¬ 
sources Transportation Division, AID, Washington and the Secretary, Shipping 
Coordination Committee, Ministry of Shipping and Transport, New Delhi ((5able: 
Transchart) or the Ministry of Shipping and Transport forwarding agents In the 
U.S.A,, namely, M/b. Dyson Shipping Co., 17, Battery Place, New York, N.Y. 

VII. Special Conditiofis 

Certain special conditions are applicable to the import of certain Items. These 
have been marked by an asterlk (*) In Annexure I. The importers shall ensure 
at the time of placement of orders that the attention of the suppliers is drawn to 
the existence of special conditions to be compiled with In regard to tliese items in 
addition to the other conditions detailed in this Public Notice. The importers 
should emphasise that un’ess the supply of goods, documentation, etc., are In 
accordance with these special conditions, the supplies will not be financed by AID. 
If the Importers wish to know the details of the special conditions applicable tO' 
the Import of any of the Items, they may ascertain the same from the Department 
of Industrial Development (AID Section) or from the US AID Mission, American 
Embassy, New Delhi. 

VIII. Other Miscellaneous Matters 

The terms and conditions notified in the Ministry of Foreign Trade Public 
Notice No, 17-ITC(PN)/71 dated the 8th February, 1071 on (i) insurance of goods 
(11) claims on Insurance companies, supplies steamer companies, etc. (ill) marking 
of commodities (iv) records and inspection (vi) disputes (vl) future instructions 
from Government and (vll) breach or violations shall apply to the Imports under 
the Ucences for small value imports granted under the reimbursement procedure 
also, with such chahges as are necessary In consequence of the fact that reimburse¬ 
ment procedure is followed In place of the letter of commitment procedure,
